When it comes to the public 


debt of the United States, the 
people of Hope, Arkansas raise 
their eyebrows, and a knowing 
glint comes into their eyes. 


There was that matter of fed- 


eral aid for street paving which 
they voted down last October. 
Feeling was strong enough on

The next federal plan sought 


a new postoffice, which the fed- 
eral government wants to build 
in Hope. This time the people 
of Hope say that their town has 
been misnamed, because 
all 


hope of doing their part in re- 
ducing the national debt, by re- 
fusing the postoffice, seems lost. 
'.They"will have a new postoffice 
r'whether they want it or not. 


Alex H. Washburn, Editor of 


the Hope Star wrote an editorial 
on January 3rd about the post- 
office. The headline above the 
front page editorial read: "Eco- 
nomy begins with a Grass Roots 
'NO!' to 'Grants' That Are Only 
a Piece of Debt." 


Why do the people of Hope 


want to refuse a new postoffice? 
They felt 
that $500,000 is too 


much for a new postoffice. Be- 
sides, as Editor Washburn said, 
"The present postoffice is the 
finest building in town." 


Washburn figured that his 


newspaper couldn't carry the 
fight alone, so he hired a crew 
— at the personal cost of $119 — 
to pass petitions asking that the 
postoffice not be built. 


By January 14, the petition 


had 1,255 signatures a respec- 
table number considering that 
2,500 votes were cast in the last 
primary election. 


About this time, Hope was told 


that the General Services Ad- 
ministration had moved into the 
picture with a proposal for a 
postoffice location outside the 
business district. Due to opposi- 
tion, the GSA changed its mind 
and picked another location in 


'••the business district. 


aside at this point and that Hope 
has been literally "cut off from 
appeal to its Congressman" by 
fast moving bureaucracy. 


He told LIFE LINE that the 


GSA said the 
postoffice was 


"planned a year ago and that 
our objections are too late." 


Asked if he felt that the Post- 


office Department had a right to 
pick the .kind of building best 
suited to the demands of mail 
handling .Washburn said he felt 
that such was the prerogative of 
the Postoffice Department. 


"But 
the people 
here 
are 


angry. They are debt conscious, 
yet their appeals are for nothing 
because the government is going 
to force this through." 


Washburn says he was told 


that the postoffice was being re- 
placed under the so-called "50- 
year plan" which automatically 
calls for replacement after a 
postoffice has stood for 50 years. 


In an editorial, the 64-year-old 


editor said: "But the govern- 
ment has an obligation much 
greater than the 50-year rule of 
bureaucrats. The obligation is 
to keep itself solvent. ..." 


Another reason 
for the furor 


^s that the county has lost 31 per 
cent of its population since 1912 
when the present postoffice wa 
built. 


•'And to say Hope needs it, in 


view of the population decline in 
our county, is absurd," Wash- 
burn says. 


The final word, it seems, came 


in the telegram from Represen- 
tative Harris who said he had 
been 
advised that the GSA 


would proceed immediately with 
site acquisition, and 
construc- 


tion. 


Daily, Washburn can see the 


old postoffice from his newspa-

(alley). It reminds him that he 
lost on the postoffice fight, but 
that Hope won out on the other 
two issues — Federal aid for 
paving and housing.

Ask the local automobile 
dealers to refuse to supply ve- 
hides for mail deliveries. Per- 
haps with everyone working to- 
gether, against the unwanted 
project, the GSA may finally get 
the word.

All 29 Cuban 
Fishermen 
Ask Freedom 


KEY WEST, Fla. (AP) - 


Twenty-nine Cubans asked a 
court today to free them on 
grounds a Florida law charg- 
ng them with fishing illegally 
s unconstitutional. 


The fishermen, whose deten- 


tion triggered the Guantanamo 
water crisis, contended through 
their New York attorneys, "The 
statute is plainly an attempt by 
Florida to move into the area 
of foreign relations." This, they 
added, is "exclusively a matter 
of federal control" under the 
U.S. Constitution. 


The motion was filed at ar- 


raignment of the Cubans be- 
fore Judge Thomas 
Caro in 


Monroe County Criminal Court 
by attorneys Leonard Boudin 
and Michael Standard of New 
York City. 


Discriminatory grounds were 


cited by the motion which asked 
quashing of the charges. 


According to the argument in 


the motion, the Florida status 
provides 
that aliens

political asylum will be exempt 
from prosecution although the 
U.S. Constitution 
rights.

Two of the original 38 Cubans 


taken into custody were given 
political asylum and were freed.

British, Cyprus 
Agreed on a 
Police Plan

UNITED 
NATIONS, N.Y. 


(AP) 
— Britain 
and 
Cyprus 


are reported agreed on princi- 
ples for a plan to police the tur- 
bulent 
Mediterranean 
island 


with an international force while 
an impartial mediator seeks 
peace between the Greek and 
Turkish Cypriots. 


The British-Cypriot plan also 


calls for a consultative commit- 
tee of U,N. members. 


The two nations reportedly 


agreed on general terms of a 
Security Council resolution after 
the council postponed the start, 
of' its debate on the Cyprus 
crisis until this afternoon. 


The resolution would avoid the 


controversial issue of how the 
international force should be set 
up and would merely agree that 
there should be such a force. 


It would also appeal to all 


countries to respect the territo- 
rial integrity of the island, an 
appeal 
which 
Cyprus 
had 


planned to propose in a sepa- 
rate resolution. 


The council debate, scheduled 


to start Monday, was postponed 
after Secretary-General U Thant 
took a hand in the crisis with 
peace proposals of his own. 


Thant's ideas were handed to 


representatives of Cyprus, Brit- 
ain; Turkey, the United States 
and Greece in a memorandum 
which dealt with establishment 
of an international peace force 
for Cyprus and with machinery 
for mediating the conflict. 


One objective was to find a 


formula that would be accepted 
by all parties concerned and 
thus avoid the risk of a Soviet 
veto. President Makarios of Cy- 
prus has indicated he would ac- 
cept no peace force unless it 
was under control of the Secu- 
rity Council. 


Sources close to Thant said he 


thought agreement 
might be 


reached on a force linked to the 
United Nations but not directly 
under U.N. command. He was 
understood to be seeking accord 
also on an arrangement under 
which Britain, Turkey, Greece 
and Cyprus would finance the 
force. 


Thant discussed his views with 


U.S. 
Undersecretary of State 


George W. Ball, who had come 
directly from a meeting with 
President 
Johnson in Wash- 


ington. Ball later conferred with 
other U.N. diplomats before re- 
turning to Washington Monday 
night.

told about 45 Negro teenagers 
to come to the organization's 
headquarters right after school 
today for a briefing on the dem- 
onstration at Ray's Truck Stop 
Cafe. 


Gregory and Hansen, a field 


secretary for the Student Non- 
violent Co - ordinating Commit- 
tee, both pleaded innocent in 
Municipal Court Monday. They 
will be tried Feb. 25 for violat- 
ing a state law which makes it 
a misdemeanor to refuse to 
leave a place of business when 
ordered to do so by the man- 
agement. 


The two remained in jail and 


Gregory, widely known for his 
barbs at segregation, said, "I 
ain't leaving this town until 
that place (the cafe) is inte- 
grated. We might as well fill 
up the jail." 


Grinage, in announcing the 


demonstration, said "we're go- 
ing to fill the jail and if we have 
some people left over we'll go 
somewhere else." 


Gregory, who has made fre- 


quent night club and television 
appearances, addressed a civil 
rights rally Sunday night in 
Pine Bluff. He has been arrest- 
ed in other cities while taking 
part in demonstrations.

Clinic for 
Smokers Is 
Suggested

NEW YORK (AP) - A new 


kind of smokers' clinic—for peo- 
ple who enjoy and want to con- 
tinue cigarettes—was suggested 
today by a chest specialist. 


The clinics would teach how 


to smoke safely, without inhal- 
ing, said Dr. Alvan L. Barach 
of New York City. 


He said one method is to take 


a 
puff 
of smoke 
into your 


mouth. Close your lips firmly. 
Then inhale air deeply through 
the 
nose. 
Then exhale — of 


course. 


Dr. Barach told the New York 


State Medical Society, "There 
is no scientific evidence that 
non-inhaling 
smoking 
causes 


cancer of the lung" and other 
diseases. 


"As physicians, we must be 


careful not to indict the non- 
irritant smoking of the non- 
inhaler just because excessive 
inhaling smoking is harmful, 
nor to support a war against en- 
joyment unless harm can be 
demonstrated in each individual 
case," he said. 


Dr. Barach commented on a 


speech presented by Dr. Rich- 
ard H. Overholt of Boston on 
"The Physician's Obligation to 
the Public Regarding Cigarette 
Smoking." 


Dr. Overholt, of Tufts Univer- 


sity and the Overholt Clinic, in 
his text declared the medical 
profession must be the leader 
in dissuading people from smok- 
ing because "the government 
cannot and will not be the 
emancipator." 


Dr. 
Overholt said 
doctors 


should "convincingly advise rel- 
atives, friends and patients of 
the immediate and long-term 
ill effects of smoking" while 
avoiding "any Carrie Nation 
type of prohibition." 


Dr. 
Overholt declared 
the 


devastation" from smoking "is 


far greater than smallpox or 
the plague ever was."
